Faces Cross-Examination 
Before Censure Committee 


WASHINGTON—CSP)—Senator McCarthy finished tes- 


tifying against censure charges today, and won agreement 
from the special senate hearing committee to examine the 
"hot document" of the McCarthy-Army dispute and decide 
whether it will be accepted as evidence. 


Chairman Watkins (R-utah) or- 


dered a recess of the hearings un- 
til 1 p.m. (CST). He said the com- 
mittee would examine the paper 
meantime and announce when it 
reconvened whether it would admit 
the 2>i page paper which has been 
gingerly handled by two Senate 
committees. 


Start Cross-Exam - 


Also scheduled for the afternoon 


was the start of cross-examination 
of McCarthy who has been his own 
star defense witness. His counsel, 
Edward Bennett Williams, asked 
him only a couple of questions be- 
fore the public session was called 
off today. Then he announced that 
McCarthy was ready for cross ex- 
amination. 


At a closed-door session just 


ahead of the brief open hearing 
the committee decided "at least to 
inspect1' the controversial paper 
which McCarthy has been trytag to 
get into the current case.

Through Red Colored Glasses 


The famous British labor delegation touring the Com- 


munist world came up the other day with its pronounce- 
ments on life in Red China. 
. 
The findings really fall into two categories—those b> 


the relatively conservative Labor Pary leader. Clement Att- 
lee and those bv the fiery demagogue. Aneunn Bevan. 


Attlee's report showed that he had at least made some 


effort to keep his head about him. and not be swept into 
sales of enthusiasm for the "Communist experiment 
He 


had the nerve to ask Chinese Chairman Mao Tse-tung to use 
his influence on the Russians to reduce their world arma- 


He also asked Mao to urge Moscow to give up "intrigues" 


in other countries and free the Iron Curtain satellites 


But Attlee was more gullible on other scores. Though 


he noted that China relies heavily on Russia for industrial 


(he could have said military as wt/in. ne seemed 
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no overt examples" of Rus- 
heartened that he could find 
sian influence inside China. 


One wonders how he could have imagined the Reds 


would really spell out such examples if they were trying to 
impress the visiting Britishers with ; their independence and 
their peaceful intentions. 
- - . „ . „ , 
Attlee also observed "extraordinary "activity 
in Red 


China and said he was impressed by "certain definite re- 
forms." He was troubled at the limits on freedom, but still 
felt that evidence indicated a government "based on the good 
Will of the peasant population." 


At this point. Reporter Attlee was at his worst. What- 


ever he may have been shown on his tour, there is moun- 
tainous evid'ence to support charges of severe oppression of 
the Chinese people by Mao's regime. He either does not 
read or his memory is a sieve. 


As for Bevan, he once again demonstrated his almost 


total lack of capacity for understanding or even observing 
the world he lives in. Moving to Japan, he assured sympa- 
thetic Socialists that Asiatics had nothing to fear from the 
Red Chinese in the way of further aggression.

..Moreover, Bevan said coexistence with China is now 


the only sane course for the rest of Asia. He said the world's 
welfare cannot be preserved by "dividing the world into two 
sharply antagonistic organizations."

«Signs of Undulant Fever

She says 
"I have just been released from 
the hospital with undulant fever 
and everyone I talk to says they 
have never heard of such a di- 
•ease."

Although undulant fever has1 been 


discussed several times in this col- 
umn before it evidently needs 
further emphasis and certainly it 
is a disease which causes a jrreat 
deal of concern to physicians and 
health officials. It is-also extremely 
Important to the livestock and 
dairy interest. 


Undulant fever is one kind of 


brucellosis, all of them being germ 
diseases of different varieties. One 
of the difficulties with human bru 
celloses is that it is a disease which 
can cause variable symptoms. In a 
typical acute attack fever, chilly 


. sensations, excessive sweating, loss 


of weight, pains in the muscles and 
headache are quite common. 


The fever tends to go up and 


down in a wave-like manner, and 
it is this characteristic which has 
given it the name of "undulant 
fever." 


But all too "often the disease 


does not show typical symptom 
and can be confused with other 
conditions. It is sometimes respon- 
sible for backache and other signs 
of muscular or joint rheumatism. 


Some years ago one of the lead- 


ing research workers on this di- 
sease contracted it but was consid- 
ered to be a "nervous case" for 
many years before the true cause 
was identified. 


Generally, brucellosis is a chro 


nic and long lasting condition. It is 
difficult to diagnose because there 
s no single test which identifies it 
with certainty (except a blood test 
which does not always reveal it 
when present!. 


It is also difficult to treat be- 


cause it calls for a treatment 
which

reported with mixtures of various 
sulfa drugs and anti-hiotics.

ladder, get one. says Gordon Mc- 
Cleary. Then use a few simple 
rules and common sense to get the 
most from it. 


First, don't stand on the top 


step of the ladder, .even if there's 
something you can hold onto. Put- 
ting your weight at the top of the 
ladder makes it extremely tippy. 
. When using a stepladder outdoors 
to remove screens and 
install 


storm windows, make sure the 
ladder's feet are on solid footing. 
A small piece of wood will help 
you level the feet and make the 
ladder steady. 


Don't climb on a step ladder 


that's leaning against a wall, un- 
less the feet ?re securely blocked 
so that they won't slip. McCleary 
says. 


If the steps on your ladder arc

fire, throw on handfuls of baking 
soda. It's more effective than sand, 
salt or dirt. And it won't damage 
the engine. 


Another place to use baking soda, 


according to McCleary, is in the 
ash trays in your car. A little soda 
sprinkled in the trays will both 
help to prevent fires and kill stale 
cigarette. odors.

MEXICO CITY (.?!— Ex-President 


Jacobo Arbenz Guzman of Guate- 
mala flew into Mexican exile to- 
day as t h r e a t e n i n g crowds 
screamed "Assassins! Criminals! 
Genocides!" at his departure from 
his homeland. 


The chief of Guatemala's ousted 


pro-Communist regime landed here 
before dawn in a special Mexican 
plane. He was accompanied by his 
wife, their two young sons and 17 
of his supporters. 


All had been refugees, with hun- 


dreds of others, in the Mexican 
embassy in Guatemala since the 
forces of Lt. Col. Carlos Castillo 
Armas forced Arbenz out of office 
June 27.

Dr. Johannes Clemmesen of the 


Danish Cancer Registry, Copen- 
hagen, in a statement prepared for 
today's meeting, said: 


"It appears that there is a dis- 


tinct correlation between the num- 
ber of cigarettes consumed in the 
various countries . . . and the 
height of their national mortality 
from lung cancer." 


Dr. Nils Ringertz of Sabbateberg 


Hospital, Stockholm, said it is 
doubtful if such things as air pollu- 
tion by smoke and similar sub- 
stances are important factors, on 
a worldwide basis, in the rise in 
lung cancer deaths. 


He added "there is strong but so 


far not quite complete evidence 
that tobacco smoking, especially 
cigarette smoking, is the most im- 
portant exogenous (external) fac- 
tor causing the main part of the 
lung cancer cases."

panel -speaker, P a o 


Chang-hou of Hong Kong, said in 
his statement that clinical evidence 
and work with mice have not 
proved a relationship between to- 
bacco and cancer.

Cutler noted that during the' past 


20 years the reported mortality 
from lung cancer in the United 
States has increased by 400 pei 
cent. He said his satistical studies 
show these prospects faced by men 
now 40 years old of reaching age 
80 without suffering lung cancer: 


Nonsmokers—6 men out of 1,000 


will suffer lung cancer. 


Light smokers (up to % pack of 


cigaretes a day)—25 in 1,000 will 
get lung cancer. 


Those smoking about one pack a 


day—49 out of 1,000 will get lung 
cancer. 


More than one pack a day—80 


out of 1,000 men will get lung can- 
cer.

AEC Chief Says 
U. S* Adding to 
Atomic Arsenal 


WASHINGTON <* — Chairman 


Lewis L. Strauss of the Atomic 
Energy Commission says the Unit- 
ed States has many more atomic 
weapons in. its arsenal than it did 
a year ago. 


.Strauss was tight lipped Thurs- 


day when reporters sought to find 
out about U. S. and Russian prog- 
ress in the atomic arms race. 


The AEC chief told a news con- 


ference this country has "more 
\veapons. by a wide margin, than 
we had a year ago" and he said 
the production rate is mounting 
rapidly. 


But when asked whether the 


United States has any new weap- 
ons, Strauss would only recall that 
he had said a spring series of 
weapons tests in the mid-Pacific 
"were very fruitful." 


A newsman asked if there had 


been any new Soviet atomic blasts 
since the United States announced 
detection of a Russian test about a 
year ago. After some thought, 
Strauss replied: "That is a field 
where I ought not to answer." He 
cautioned newsmen not to "draw 
any inferences" from his reply.

surplus government-built vessels.

the Maritime Commission or its 
successor agency, the Maritime 
Administration.

1. H you have not registered for voting under the Permanent 


Registration act be sure to do so at once at the office of the Coun- 
ty Clerk in the Court House in Dixon. 


2. All young men and women who have attained the age of 


21 since April 13, 1954, or who will reach the age of 21 on or be- 
fore November 2nd, 1954, and have not registered must do so at 
once. 


3. All registered voters who have changed residence from 


one location to another within the same precinct or from one 
precinct or township to another within the county must have reg- 
istration transferred to new location by making application at the 
County Clerk's office in person. 


4. Registration cards cannot be transferred from one county 


to another. When a registered voter moves from one county to 
another, they must registered anew in the county where they 
now reside. 


5. Any registered voter who changed his or her name by 


marriage or otherwise is required to register anew. 


6. All men or women who have been discharged or are still 


in military or naval service must register unless they had regis- 
tered prior to entering service or while in service, and their ad- 
dress is the same as when previously registered. 


7. Qualifications of a voter are that they must be citizens 


(native born or naturalized), of the age of 21 on or before Novem- 
ber 2nd. 1954, a resident of the state one year, the county ninety 
days, and the election precinct, thirty days and REGISTERED.
